FM 30-5, April 17, 1940, is changed as follows: ? 

@ 2114. ENEMY ORDER OF BATTLE—g. The study of the enemy 
order of battle includes the composition, strength, loca- 
tion, and combat value of all units in line or in reserve. — 
The original data for the study are to be found in the 
combat estimate which is prepared in time of peace and 
issued to the field forces at the outbreak of war. There- 
after all data bearing upon this subject are properly collated 
at theater or general headquarters, which is responsible 
for keeping the study up to date. Troop elements in con- 
tact with the enemy make a continuing study of the enemy 
order of battle on their respective fronts. A separate folder 
is usually kept for each division or other major unit. This 
not only facilitates the transfer of records of units from 
one division to another but also the publication of the 
daily order of battle map and the division histories. 

6. The daily order of battle map, upon which are shown 
the approximate battle line and location of all known enemy 
forces, is ordinarily published and issued daily by theater 
headquarters. Distribution is limited to the higher head- 
quarters. Ordinarily, the order of battle map is supple- 
mented by a tabulation of reserve divisions showing their 
location, strength, and approximate combat value. 

e. Division histories include information on the following 
subjects: 

(1) Composition, including a tabulation of the component 
organizations down to companies, with the names of the 
commanding officers, if known. 

(2) Present strength. 

(a) Previous strength. 

(6) Replacements, 
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(ce) Total effectives, including ration and rifle strength. 

(3) Moraie. 

(a) Rating as a combat organization. 

(6) Esprit de corps, 

(c) Desertion rate, 

(d) Health. 

(e) Rations, quality, and sufficiency. 

(f) Adequacy of clothing. 

(g) Relations between officers and men, 

(4) Armament and tacties employed, 

@) Officers, 

(a) Qualifications. 

(b) Ages, 

(c) Shortage. 

(6) Previous service of the division during past 6 months 
or year. 

(7) Historical summary.
